On  the  30th  day  of  August  in  1947  forty  intel¬ 
ligent  freshmen  ventured  into  Chester  High  School 
and  started  oft  with  a  bang.  The  group  elected  the 
following  officers:  President,  James  Schumaker;  Vice 
President,  Max  Richards;  Treasurer,  Anita  Schroll; 
Secretary,  Mary  Lois  Fleck.  The  class  sponsors 
were;  Mrs.  Von  Ehr,  Mrs.  Allen,  and  Mr.  Billing. 
I'hat  year  a  new  student,  Alvin  Wiley,  entered  our 
class. 

After  a  summer  vacation  we  went  back  to 
school  as  sophomores;  there  were  thirty-seven  in 
our  Class  that  year.
